WASHINGTON. Feb, 3—For two 
years the Agriculture Department 
lias been trying to crack the “iron 
curtain’’ and Inspect a Russian pro­ 
ject that might teach us new les­ 
sons in how to conquer the south- 
west’s great "dust bowl.” But rr- 
]>eated appeals lor a look-sec have 
been turned down by the Russians. 
As a result, tile Agriculture De­ 
partment wilt now stiffen its own 
hospitality toward Russian agricul­ 
ture missions. 
The Russian project is a scientific 
“shelter bolt,” planted with trees to 
save the soil from erosion. Report­ 
edly it was started more than 50 
years ago, but American soil experts 
didn t learn of it until alter the war. 
By visiting it, they hoped to learn 
new methods for controlling the 
re> t less topsoil in our own south­ 
west. 


Despite Soviet secrecy, how­ 
ever. the Argriculturr Depart­ 
ment so far has turned the oth­ 
er cheek and shown Russian ex­ 
perts all aspects of American 
agriculture* 
even 
though 
the 
Russians always carried cam ­ 
eras and asked exhaustive ques­ 
tions. 


For example, a Russian mission 
inspecting the lorest product labora­ 
tories at Madison, Wis., wanted to 
know the cubic measurements of 
each building, how many people 
each would hold and intricate de­ 
tails about the equipment. On the 
other hand, they refused to parti­ 
cipate in a seminar and exchange 
information about their own re­ 
search. 
Also the Soviet e m b a s s y always 
sent more people than stipulated, 
such as a recent mission to Oregon 
State College. Arrangements wire 
requested lot two, but five showed 
up and stayed oil until they wore 
out their welcome. 
From now on, U. S. hospitality, 
if at all. will be frigid.

The Grand lh agon reminded the 
Klansmen that tile hearing on the 
negro policemen is coining up be­ 
fore Bond Almond, a former Elan. - 
mail. The date, he said, was not 
announced, but Green was sure a 
decision would be handed down that 
would suit tile EKE. 
The Klansmen were invited to 
participate in the Swainsboro par­ 
ade which the Grand Dragon said 
means much to the Elan because 
it seems there has been some trou­ 
ble with the negroes and this will 
put them in their place.

Two Sides Of Brutal Police 


State Methods In Sovietland

Who Is the worlds champion 
bricklayer? How many bricks can 
he lay In a day? (The American 
“featherbed” limit is around 500 to 
800i. Well, world’s champion Fedor 
Shavlyugin, of Russia, laid 19.000 
bricks In eight hours, and with two 
apprentices 31,092! 
This is cm authority of the USSR 
Information Bulletin issued from 
the Soviet Embassy in Washington. 
If these figures can be believed, this 
was. no doubt, a propaganda "stunt” 
performance. But, the daily Rus­ 
sian quota, per man, of 2,150 bricks 
is far ahead of our own. All through 
the Soviet economy, the emphasis 
is on piece-work pay. Workers are 
paid for what they do rather than 
for the number of hours they put in. 
The same bulletin says that the 
income of the collective farm is dis­ 
tributed according to a system of 
“work 
days”— w huh 
are 
not so 
much a measure of time, but a 
yardstick of the quantity and qual­ 
ity of the work done. “Consequently, 
the more labor the collective I armer 
expends, and the higher its quality, 
the greater is his Income.” But the 
pay is not on individual perform­ 
ance alone: it is also based on the 
out-put of the entire collective. “It 
is, therefore, to the interest (note 
that word “interest”—the old profit 
motive, by cracky!) of the collective 
farmer not only that he work bet­ 
ter, but that all others also work 
well, for the labor of each increases 
Hie wealth of the collective farm 
and thus insures high earnings to 
Hie collective farmers." They share 
in the profits. This system brings 
the lazy under the close scrutiny of 
the diligent. 
No Such Thing As ConnminiMti 
There is no such tiling as "com­ 
munism” in Russia. That 
broke 
down years ago. Tile Soviet system 
has gone in for incentives to a re­ 
markable degree. 
There Is no individual ownership 
of land or the tools of production, 
but the reward does go with the 
work. "Proletarian millionaires” are 
honored and pointed to with pride. 
It is said that the differential be­ 


tween tile lewards of the skilled 
and unskilled is greater in Russia 
than in America 
.O n the farm, the peasant is paid 
not only in cash (rubles), but in 
a chare of the crops as a reward for 
production in excess of the estab­ 
lish*^ quota. “In 
addition,” the 
Bulletin says, "every collective farm­ 
er has hts own private farm (priv­ 
ate ownership!) 
with a kitchen, 
garden, an orchard, a cow, poultry, 
bees, etc., from which he also de­ 
rives a certain income"! (Again, the 
"profit motive” so much despised by 
certain American intellectuals and 
humanitarians). 
Bulletin Must Br Dieountrd 
No doubt this Bulletin must tie 
discounted just as we discount ad­ 
vertisements of inosquito-less sum­ 
mer resorts, or sure cures for bald 
headed men. But there can be no 
doubt thut Russia 
has gone 
in 
heavily for Incentives. In this one 
respect. 
Russia 
has 
copied 
the 
American 
econonuc 
system. 
We 
have incentive systems—base pay. 
plus an additional reward for extra 
performance. Some have shown ex­ 
traordinary, almost undreamed of 
results. For example, the Lincoln 
Electric 
Company 
in 
Cleveland, 
Ohio. The incentive system runs all 
through American agriculture, al­ 
though It operates differently. Here, 
under 
individual 
ownership 
the 
hard-working, 
intelligent 
farmer 
makes more than the lazy and 
ignorant. 
As against this glowing picture 
of Russian rewards for high per- 
formance must be put the ruthless 
confiscation of a large part of these 
rewards last month when the Mas­ 
ters of Hie Kremlin took from the 
worker alai peasant DO',, of his 
cash, two-thirds of his government 
bonds and one-half of his bank de­ 
posits. That is the other side of this 
brutal police state. 
However, it is high time for us 
Americans to rid our minds of the 
nonsense that Russia has a com­ 
munistic system. It is really State. 
Capitalism, 
which 
rewards 
work 
and penalizes loafing, often with 
merciless punishment.

to

Congressmen, 
young 
ex-paratrooper 
John 
Rlatnik, who in turn went to 
see the President. Mr. Truman 
promised immediate action. 


Note—The oil industry willingly 
sent ten tank cars to another Minn­ 
esota town, St. Cloud, which had 
less need than shivering Interna­ 
tional Falls. The reason: St. Cloud 
is in the district of powerful Ways 
and Means Chairman Harold Knut­ 
son. who writes the taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 - 
Five 
times within the last several months 
the House of Representatives has 
demanded tax reductions. 
Every time there has been a 
substantial majority. On the last 
three occasions, the vote has been 
in excess of two-thirds. 
In other countries with a parlia­ 
mentary 
system 
of 
government, 
this would have meant the fulfill­ 
ment of the will of the people as 
expressed by tile national legisla­ 
tive body. 
In America, however, the Chief 
Executive has a veto stronger than 
in 
any 
other democracy. 
It 
is 
stronger than a two-thirds vote of 
the House of Representatives and 
stronger than a majority in the 
Senate even though the majority 
fails short of two-thirds by only 
one vote. 
Ovioualy tax revision for 1948 de­ 
pends on what the Senate will do. 
The House biti will not command a 
two-thirds vote over the expected 
veto, so the Republican leaders who 
are sponsoring tax revision must 
write a bill that is palatable to 
enough 
Democrats to make the 
necessary two-thirds. 
The chief bone of contention Is 
over the possible loss of revenue 
due to tax reduction. On this there 
are no accurate figures. Indeed, the 
experience 
after 
World 
War 
I 
showed that when taxes were re­ 
duced revenues did not fall off but 
actually increased as the economic 
situation improved. 
Cuts Bring No Loss In Rcvrnur 
It is apparent that such reduc­ 
tions as has been made since World 
War II ended have not been accom­ 
panied by a loss in revenue to the 
treasury. Corporation taxes, Tor in­ 
stance, are providing larger 
re­ 
ceipts than during the war years 
when the excess-proflts taxes were 
in effect. Repeal of those taxes has 
not resulted In a loss of revenue. 
Those who argue that there will 
be substantial losses are either as­ 
suming a business recession or are 
taking it for granted that, even with 
economic conditions unchanged, a 
lower tax rate means lower revenue 
receipts when the exact opposite is 
true. 
To the extent that high taxes arr 
a restraint and burden on the vol­ 
ume of individual transactions in 
the country, every piece of tax re­ 
lief 
tends 
to 
increase 
business 
activity and thus to augment re­ 
venues. 
Tile lower the tax rate, the higher 
the receipts, and the higher the 
tax rate, the lower te receipts—this 
principle as to tax collections is 
Just as true as it is with respect 
to prices in normal tunes. High 
prices often bring fewer sales while 
reduction in prices often bring an 
increased number of sales. 
Tax reduction operates as an in­ 
centive to business, and in the year 


1948 could conceivably prevent th® 
much-talked-oi 
r e c e s s i o n 
al­ 
together. 
The effect of tax reduction on 
the economic system 
cannot be 
measured by the superficial yard- 
sticks used by the demagogues who 
take one look at the rates or per- 
sentages and see benefits to the 
higher income brackets and totally 
ignore the over-all effect of changes 
In tax rates. 
This time the biggest single ef­ 
fect will be to avoid a wave of wage 
increases. Many a person in the 
lower income brackets will receive 
more benefit through tax reduction 
than through any increase in the 
pay envelope. One reason for this 
Is that the tax reduction is uni­ 
form and affects everybody whereas 
wage changes do not affect ah work­ 
ers. Indeed, in respect to federal, 
state, 
and 
municipal 
employes, 
school 
teachers 
and 
white-collar 
workers, as well as unionized work­ 
ers whose pay contracts are not 
likely to be reopened or cannot bo 
reopened during 1948. the tax re­ 
duction will be a distinct money 
bonus far in excess of the 140 apiece 
offered by President Truman. 
Would Assure Employment 
Another Important effect of the 
tax reduction is to assure a con­ 
tinuance of employment for many 
millions of workers employed rn 
small businesses or marginal busi­ 
nesses which find it hard to get 
capital. The investor class has been 
practically stopped from investing 
funds because the high wartime tax 
rates have eaten up all surplus 
ordinarily used for Investment. 
The Socialists and Communists, 
aided and abetted by the radical 
Democrats in Congress, want this 
situation to continue so that state 
capitalism will be Introduced, with 
the government furnishing the capi­ 
tal 
and. 
of 
course, 
controlling 
the businesses by selecting execu­ 
tives and management politically 
friendly to the existing administra­ 
tion. 
If America wants to avoid state 
socialism and aute capitalism, some 
incentive must be provided for the 
investor class which saves its money 
and buys stocks in companies with 
a successful earnings record Many 
of the Democrats who are voting 
for a revival of tile excess-proflts 
tax do not really believe in it and 
know it will not be adopted, because 
such a tax imposed now—as sup­ 
ported by the American Communist 
Party in its platform—is only a 
means of sabotaging cair economic 
system and forcing a chaotic change 
to state capitalism. 
The House has a two-thirds vote 
ready to override a veto but the 
Republicans in the Senate will have 
to meet the wishes of the conser­ 
vative Democrats In order to muster 
two-third support there. 
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HE 
assassination 
of 
Gandhi 
only emphasizes the astounding 
historic fact that independence 
must be won, not given. The 
withdrawal of the British and the 
partition of India into two states, 
Hindustan 
and 
Pakistan, 
really 
solves no problem, for what the 
peoples of both require is a capacity 
for self-governmeut. a .social revo­ 
lution and a modern economy. 


For tlin»r, the people of India 
are not ready, no matter what 
American liberals may have to 
say on the subject. Nor has the 
high moral quality of G andhi’s 
personality, 
his 
self - sacrifice, 
and his Tolstoyan negation of 
material 
progress 
altered 
the 
outlook of this people who have 
for so many centuries been held 
at peace by the force of an 
external power. 


Tills is no country of one people. 
Probably nowhere on earth, not 
even iii the United States with its 
complex of peoples of some 50 
nations, but most of them of one 
major type, do so many different 
peoples try to live together in one 
area 
Languages life numerous 147 
distinct languages grouped under 
nine differentiated families. These 
linguistic differences are largely due 
to the different racial and geo­ 
graphic origin of the various peoples 
who form the 300.000.000 and more 
millions of individuals who com­ 
pose what we lightly call India. 
•Tagore once said: "India is many 
countries 
packed 
into one 
geo­ 
graphical receptacle.” India remains 
many countries, eacii 
containing 
many 
peoples 
who dislike 
each 
other. 
The British gained their 
authority by superseding that of the 
Mongols, the descendants of Gen­ 
ghis Khan who conquered much of 
the country-, following Persian. Arab, 
Afghan and 'Turkish conquerors. 
Gandhi served India, as Sun Yat- 
sen served China, as Kerns! Pasha 
served Turkey. But his problem was 
more complex than theirs, for the 
varieties of religions, castes and 
conquests had left to India a legacy 
of hatred not equaled even in the 
Balkans. His task was to overcome 
hatred which had become a politi­ 
cal weapon in the hands of native 
rules and politicians. Just as Con­ 
fucius countered the spirit of war 
bv emphasizing peace as a moral 
idea, so Gandhi made love the pivot 
of his political system. Non-resist­ 
ance, in his lifetime, won indepen­ 
dence from Great Britain, but it 
did not lessen the hate of Hindu 
for Moslem, nor of caste for caste. 
Gandhi succeeded in the least im­ 
portant of his objectives: He ended 
Great Britain's tenure: but he did 
not prepare his people to assume 
responsibility.

After all. Gandhi was wholly a 
product QI British education: he 
.studied in British schools; was ad­ 
mitted to the British bar; func­ 
tioned for years ai* a British lawyer. 


His mind was formed in a British 
environment and there was more 
in his philosophy of the New Testa­ 
ment than of the ideas and beliefs 
current in present-day India. He 
was the flowering of the British 
training of an Indian personality. 
It is unfortunate that at such a 
tune as this. India is left without 
British guidance and without the 
moral suasion of Gandhi. 
India 
will fall into the hands of poli­ 
ticians, in the Hindu area. in the 
Moslem area, in every area. And 
not the least evil of these will be 
the 
ubiquitous Communists 
who 
everywhere act as 
agents of 
a 
wicked, ruthless and utterly amoral 
foreign power who conquers by fo­ 
menting dissension as other con­ 
querors have used military force. 
Already in Kashmir, Soviet Russ: v 
is stirring all the political evils of 
hate as she has stimulated them in 
North China and Manchuria, in 
Northern Iran, in Afghanistan, in 
every weak spot on the surface of 
the earth. 
Great Britain's moat significant 
historical contribution to India has 
been her ability to keep Russia out.
